DECLARATORY  RESOLUTION

i’or  the  Vacation  of  Canal  Street  from  the  north  Right-of-way 
line  of  the  New  York  Chicago  <Sc  St.  Louis  Railroad  to  the  Alley  north 

of  vichr^ndStreet also  for  the  Vacation  of  the  alley  South  of  Cochrane 

Street  from  Coomhs  Street  to  Canal  Street.  Also  for  the  widening  of 
Cochrane  Street  from  Coombs  Street  to  Canal  Street  . 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  V/orks  of  the  city  of  Port  iia.yne , 
Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  Vacate  Canal  Street 
fr  ODi  the  north  Right-of-way  line  of  the  New  York  Chicago  ^ St,  Louis 
Railroad  to  the  south  line  of  the  alley  north  of  Cochrane  Street  pro- 
duced east  across  Canal  Street  also  for  the  Vacation  of  the  alley 
south  of  Cochrane  Street  from  Coombs  Street  to  Canal  Street  also  for 
the  widening  of  Cochrane  Street  from  Coombs  Street  to  Canal  Street. 

Said  widening  as  above  described  to  be  made  by  condemning  and 
appropriating  for  street  purposes  the  north  ten  (lo)  feet  of  lots 
Numbered  one  (l)  to  Eleven  (ll)  both  inclusive  of  vi/hites  ^th  Addition 


All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  street  and  alley  Vaca- 
tion and  street  widening  as  above  described  now  on  file  in  the  Office 
of  the  Department  of  Public  V/orks  of  said  city. 

The  cost  of  said  street  and  alley  Vacation  and  Street  widening 
and  all  expenses  connected  therewith  to  be  assessed  against  the  properV 
beneficially  affected  thereby. 

All  of  said  Streets  and  alleys  and  lots  and  lands  affected  by 
the  above  described  street  and  alley  Vacations  and  widening  being  situ- 
ated in  the  East  ^ Section  1 (South  of  the  Maumee  River)  Township  30 
North  Range  12  East,  and  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  Ofty  of 
Port  Wayne,  Indiana. 


The  vacation  of  the  portions  of  the  above  described  street  and 
alley  are  subject  to  the  right  of  the  Uity  to  at  all  times  Maintain 
therein  all  water-mains  and  their  connections  and  subject  to  the  right 
of  the  city  to  enter  upon  said  vacated  portions  of  said  street  and 
alley  for  .the  purpose  of  making  repairs,  connections  or  otherwise  as 
•herein  set  p-i^t  £ind  that  any  obstructions  hereafter  made  upon  the  same 
by  any  property  owner  or  owners  of  property  abutting  thereon  .interfer- 
ing with  the  Board  of  Public  Works  in  the  exercise  of  their  Easement 
herein  reserved  shall  be  removed  by  the  said  Board  a£  the  expense  of 
said  property,  owner  or  owners.

The 
costs  ot  wuch  improvements  would  largely  be  borne  by  undersigned 
as  it  is  the  owner  of  all  the  lots  on  the  South  side  of  said  street 
and  a couple  of  lots  on  the  North  side  thereof.  At  the  present 
time  its  condition  is  such  as  to  be  of  no  practical  use  and  the 
business  of  the  Taxik  Company  is  greatly  handicapped  by  said 
condition .
